Edwards Af.rForce Base has the equipment for
a 4-bed unit but are awaiting some archi-
tectural renovationsbefore their unit can
be opened.

The enthui!f.asmand cooperationof the entire
health community in making the course suc-
cessful was heart-warming,say GIADYS
ANCHUM, DrPH and VIVIEN WARR, RN, who coor-
dinated and supervised the teaching course.
PIans are being made for a second course
next April.

The Ea#t Los Angeles ConnnunityHealth W&k-
